That private financing, when available to these 
firms, wa; at high interest rates over short term periods, 
Which wouid have rosulted in raising the cost of the rents 
very substantially; 


That to obtain reasonable tenders the Commissioner 
agroed to loan the contractors second mortgage money up to 
$6,000 pe> housing unit at 7, ths thon National Housing 
Act rate; and 


That 30 rental units were required in tho 1967/63 
fiscal year to house the Territorial staff in Yellowknife.
